In keeping with information re- 
cently given to the press by the High- 
way Department of the State, a corps 
of engineers of the Department ap- 
peared here on Monday under John 
Gephart, formerly of Bedford, and 
getting their bearings at the Soldiers' 
Monument on the Public Square, ran 
lines east on Penn Street and con- 
tinued eastward along the line of the 
old pike. 
Following is the article sent out 
from Harrishurg, to which we refer: 
"After several inspections of the 
old 'Southern road' route from Get- 
tysburg to Pittsburg, B. M. Bigelow, 
State Highway 
Commissioner/ is 
about ready to take steps for recon- 
structing it under the Sproul road 
act. 
If the weather be at all favor- 
able next Monday, the surveys will be 
started. 
"The 'Southern road/ so called to 
distinguish it from the 'Northern 
road1 running east from Pittsburg 
through the middle part of the state, 
was one of the famous early high- 
ways of Pennsylvania. 
Its route, 
west of the Cumberland Valley, at 
least, is much the same as 'Stuart 
state highway' would have been had 
not Governor Edwin S. Stuart vetoed 
his own bill. 
"The Southern road runs from 
Pittsburg through Greensburg, Ligo- 
nier, Stoyestown, Bedford, McCon- 
nellsburg and Chambersburg to Get- 
tysburg. 
'-•"With the increase of automobile 
traffic and the increased demand from 
farmers for better highways, Com- 
missioner Bigelow feels that a good 
road across Pennsylvania should be 
provided. 
"Bigelow, after an inspection last 
fall, set a construction gang at work 
on the road near Ligonier in order 
to improve what, seemed to be the 
worst of the many poor spots. When 
the survey gangs are started one will 
work from Pittsburg toward Bedford 
and a second one from Bedford to- 
ward Gettysburg. 
"A part of the-scheme is that im- 
proved highways will eventually be 
built from • Gettysburg, radiating to 
principal -cities." t ,

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TRIP TOJIUUEA 


Visit to Active Volcano in Hawaiian 


Islands by 


DR, GEORGE W, M c C O Y 


Sanitary Adviser to the Government 


of Hawaii—Former Bedfordite 


Writes of His Experience. 


While on a trip made in connection 


with his duties as Sanitary Adviser 
to the Government of Hawaii the 
writer had an opportunity to visit 
the Volcano Kilauea. It seemed that 
a short account of this might be of 
interest to the readers of The Ga- 
zette. 


It should be understood that the 


whole group of islands known as 
Hawaii are of volcanic origin. Dia- 
mond Head and Punchbowl, land- 
marks familiar to any globe-trotter 
by reason of their proximity to Hono- 
lulu, are examples of extinct craters. 
On Maui, one of the smaller islands 
of the group, there is an extinct cra- 
ter called Haleakala, the largest vol- 
canic crater in the world. This vol- 
cano is only about 8,000 feet high but 
the crater is over eight miles in di- 
ameter and has an area of about 25,- 
OQ0 acres sunk a considerable dis- 
tance below the rim of the crater. 


On the largest island of the group, 


and that from which the archipelago 
takes its name, Hawaii, there is found 
an extinct volcano, Manna Kea, which 
is nearly 14,000 feet high and joining 
it by a high plateau is one of about 
the same height known as Mauna 
Loa. The latter is active from time 
to time, the last eruption being about 
four years ago when a stream of mol- 
ten lava burst from the side of the 
mountain and slowly flowed down to 
the sea. The stream which the wri- 
ter crossed in an automobile is about 
25 miles long and several miles wide. 


The only volcano in the Islands 


that is visibly active is Kilauea, situ- 
ated on a shoulder of Mauna Loa. 
The top is about 4,000 feet above 
sea-level.. Although so closely as- 
sociated with Mauna Loa the two are 
said to be entirely distinct volcanoes. 
The ascent of Kilauea is very gradual 
and is easily made on foot, by team 
or by an automobile. 


At the summit and near the crater 


3s a very good hotel, that is usually 
comfortably filled with tourists. 
• 


At many places outside the crater 


there are great cracks in the earth 
from which steam issues in a steady 
stream. The vapor is so hot at places 
that one cannot put one's hand to 
the point from which the steam is- 
sues. 
At other points streams of 


sulphur vapor pour out and there are 
several rather large piles of sulphur 
that have been deposited. Some of 
this sulphur was used for fumigation 
purposes a few years ago when bu- 
bonic plague was prevalent in the 
Islands. 


The old crater of Kilauea is per- 


haps four or five miles in diameter 
and is nearly circular. 
The side 


walls are for the most part a sheer 
drop of about 600 feet to the bed of 
the crater, although at places the 
descent is so gradual that a road has 
been constructed by which access to 
the floor of the crater is gained. At 
various places on the floor which is 
made up of lava, are found steam 
and sulphur jets like those mentioned 
above, as well as the great cracks in 
the lava and the openings to enor- 
mous caves. To one side of the cen- 
ter of this old or main crater is found 
the present active one. The latter is 
about 1,000 feet or more in diameter 
and the sides which extend about 
150 feet above the liquid fire are 
either straight or overhang the lake 
of boiling lava which fills the crater 


No one can hope to convey an ade- 


quate representation of the awe-in- 
spiring grandeur of tbe scene which 
meets one's gaze when one looks in- 
to the crater of Kilauea. The pnn-

cipal senation is that of the infinite 
insignificance of man and his works 
in the presence of this majestic evi- 
dence of the mighty processes of Na- 
ture. 


A little smoke rises from the cra- 


ter; rarely enough to obstruct the 
view. 
The area, which is perhaps 


twelve or more acres in extent, is 
made up of liquid lava. In the cen- 
ter it is always boiling like an im- 
mense caldron. 
The center of the 


bubbling moves back and forth over 
a considerable distance. In addition 
there is a steady flow of the liquid 
fire in various directions. 
Fountains 


of fire that shoot up 20 or 30 feet 
frequently play in a dozen or more 
places at once. Outside this area of 
restless molten lava is a space in 
which the surface lava has cooled and 
is in consequence black, but this is 
broken by many cracks through 
which the fire beneath shines bright- 
ly. There is a never ending noise 
which is like nothing else in Nature, 
but somewhat reminds one of the 
blowing of a strong wind through a 
forest. The first time I visited the 
crater there was a stream of bright 
liquid lava perhaps as large as a 
man's body flowing from the side 
wall of the crater into the lake of 
liquid fire where the drop was prob- 
ably 20 or 30 feet, a veritable fiery 
cataract. The next night this cata- 
ract had been replaced by a cone 
about 20 feet-high and six feet in 
diameter at the" top. from which came 
at intervals of about half a minutes 
a noise like the exhaust of an en- 
gine and this was accompanied by 
showers of burning cinders. 


In spite of the fact that portions 


of the sides of the crater have fallen 
in from time to time and been swal- 
lowed up in the fires that have their 
origin in the center of the earth, 
there has never oeen an -accident. 


At times the fire drops a thousand 


feet or more below the level at which 
we saw it and on a few occasions has 
disappeared entirely leaving only a 
large smoking hold in the lava. At 
other times it fills the crater and 
flows out into the bed of the old or 
main crater, which, as I have said, is 
several miles in diameter. About a 
mile from the present active crater 
is a small extinct crater called by the 
natives Kilauea Iki (Small Kilauea). 
This is a perfect funnel in shape and 
has at the bottom a large mass of 
smooth, solid lava, where there once 
raged a liquid fire such as now fills 
the other crater. 


A trip to Kilauea is a thing never 


to be forgotten, something that gives 
one an inkling of the great forces 
that were revolving and making the 
features of this earth of ours count- 
less centuries ago.

LA FOLLETTE FOR RECALL 


Whatever may hereafter be said of 


Senator Robert M. La Follette of 
Wisconsin, pro and con, he must be 
given credit with having the back- 
bone to speak his mind with regard 
to 'where he stands on political is- 
sues. This characteristic is revealed 
throughout his political career, but in 
no instance more strikingly than in 
his Carnegie Hall (New York) speech 
of last Monday night. On two points 
particularly 
he 
declared 
himself 


most emphatically, and the nation 
now knows that he stands for equal 
suffrage to the two sexes and for the 
recall, reaching even to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


Loud and long was the applause 


tha't followed his unqualified declara- 
tion in fa-vor of equal suffrage, and 
the .press of the land would have had 
3a«ch -to say of his position on this. 
4uestion, which position is now held 
t»y many of the larger political lights 
•of the land, had he not taken up what 
is regarded as a dangerous question 
and declared himself in terms equally 
unequivocal in favor of the much- 
talked-of recall, which he would have 
to include even the highest tribunal 
of the land. 


That the time will soon be here 


when the electorate of the country 
will favor the initiative and refer- 
endum seems evident, but the addi- 
tion of the retail feature causes those 
who give the matter thought at all 
to seriously consider the far-reaching 
effects of the new doctrine when given 
so wide a range of application. 


It will be a long time, and under 


conditions much worse than now ex- 
ist before the people of the United 
States can be Isd to believe that the 
long-established 
arrangement 
|by 


which Supreme Court Judges are ap- 
pointed for life is not satisfactory. 
The purpose of the founders of the 
government in so arranging it was to 
take the fate of those upon the ex- 
alted bench from the grasp of politi- 
cians, so that having nothing to fear 
they might be independent, and un- 
biased in their declarations and opin- 
ions.

The severe weather has followed 


me for another week.

Dangers In 'Paint. 


"Turpentine and benzine." says 'a de- 


partment of ' agriculture bulletin, "aff 
very inflammable,, and special precau- 
tions should : be'-taken not to bring: 
paint containing these substances near 
any light or open fire. Many pig- 
ments are poisonous, and the work- 
man should be particularly careful to. 
remove all paint stains from tho skin 
and not under any circumstances al- 
low any of it to get into his mouth. 
A man should not eat in the same 
clothes in which he has been painting 
and before eating should not ' only 
change his clothes, but wash all paint 
stains from his skin. It is not advis- 
able to use. turpentine or benzine in 
removing' paint stains from the hands.- 
but by oiling'thoroughly with linseed 
oil or in fact with any fatty oil and 
then thoroughly washing with soap 
the paint may be removed, provided 
it has not been allowed to dry too 
thoroughly on the hands." 


..Handicapping the Burglar. 


Burglaries in private houses in Vi- 


enna are rare, because the doors are 
locked from 10 o'clock at night to 6 in 
the morning by order of the police. Ad- 
mission and exit between those hours 
are given by the house porter, who re- 
ceives a fee for unlocking the door 
and is bound to report to the police 
the doings and mode of life of all the 
inhabitants of the house.

Some of the things written of Sim- 


eon are true of every redeemed one, 
for all true believers are Just or right- 
eous and have the Holy Spirit. All 
should be devout, Spirit taught and 
guided and waiting for the coming of 
the Lord.. The -words' "just, devout, 
•waiting," describe the threefold salva- 
tion of every believer as set forth In 
I Thess. I, 9, 10; Tit. II, 11-13, and 
elsewhere. By the precious blood of 
Christ we are now saved, and by His 
Spirit we should ever live devoutly and 
love His appearing.
